to 75 cents an hour. 
The new law. which becomes 
effective in 90 days, is expected 
to provide a direct pay increase 
for 1,500,000 workers, according! 
to the Labor Department. It said 
most of the raises would be 5 to ! 
15 cents an hour. 
Sen. Claude Pepper. D., Fla., 
who managed u^c .uJl it* the Sen­ 
ate, 
estimated 
that 
the 
direct 
wage increase would total about 
$300,000.000 a year. 
One provision of the new law*. I 
however, may result in exem ption! 
of some workers who have been 
covered by the old law\ 
The old law applies to workers 
who are "necessary” to produc- j 
tion in industries engaged in in- i 
terstate commerce. In the new 
law this is changed to make the 
wage floor applicable to workers ! 
who axe •directly 
essential” 
to 
production of goods in interstate | 
commerce. 
Neither administration officials 
nor members of Congress would I 
estimate the number of workers; 
who might be removed from cov- ; 
era e by this change in language. 
But there was general agreement j 
that this was a tightening up of i 
the law which would exempt some 
workers from coverage. 
Another m ajor change will per­ 
mit the wage-hour administrator 
to file suits in behalf of employes 
for 
back 
wage claims, on 
the j 
written request of the employes, I 
or 
to seek 
out-of-court 
settle­ 
ments wdth the employes’ consent. 
Under the old law, the admin­ 
istrator could file only injunction 
suits against alleged violators. In 
some cases, however, the courts 
themselves have ordered payment 
of back wages after such suits j 
and after employes have been al- I 
lowed to sue employers. 
The measure explicitly exempts j 
employes of retail firms 
doing 
more than 50 per cent of their 
business within a state. Also ex- I 
cmpt are newsboys, Western Un- j 
ion messengers and taxicab opera- j 
i tors. 
The provision of the old law j 
! affecting 
small 
newspapers 
is 
broadened. At present only week­ 
ly and semi-weekly papers, with 
less than 3,000 circulation, are 
exempt. The new law extends the 
exemption to dailies and weeklies 
j with less than 4.000 circulation, 
most of which is in the paper’s 
home or adjoining counties. 
A 
seasonal 
exemption 
from 
overtime requirements is allowed 
for employes processing and can­ 
ning seafood. Another new ex­ 
emption will exclude employees of 
logging companies, with less than 
12 workers, who are employed in 
the woods or in transporting tim ­ 
ber to the mill or a rail terminal.
